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WM LE MONDE EDITORIAL OF APRIL 20 PREDICTS THAT SUPPRESSION 
OF THE IMPORT QUOTAS WILL PERMIT A RAPID AMELIORATION OF THE 
U. S. SHORT TERM SUPPLY SITUATION AND PROPOSED LONG TERM MEASURES 
WILL REINFORCE CONSIDERABLY THE U. S. SECURITY OF SUPPLY. EDITORIAL
